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INTRODUCTION 

The  three  early  seventeenth-century  songbooks  here  reproduced  we  owe  to  a 
contemporary  musician  named  Thomas  Ravenscroft.  Except  for  his  publications, 
little  is  known  about  him.  If  he  is  the  Thomas  Ravenscroft  whose  father  was  the 
Rev.  Roger  Ravenscroft,  canon  of  Chester,  he  was  baptized  13  June  1592.  As  he 
would  then  have  been  only  13  when  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  music  was  conferred 
on  him  at  Cambridge  in  1605  and  only  17  when  he  published  his  first  collection 
of  songs,  the  identification  is  questionable.  Later  he  was  a  chorister  at  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral,  and,  from  1618  to  1622,  music  master  at  Christ's  Hospital. 
He  is  said  to  have  died  in  1635.  Besides  the  three  songbooks  already  mentioned, 
Ravenscroft  also  published  a  theoretical  treatise  complete  with  musical  examples 
and  a  setting  of  the  Book  of  Psalms.  The  former  is  entitled  A  brief  discourse  of 
the  true  (but  neglected)  vse  of  Charact'ring  the  Degrees  by  their  Perfection, 
Imperfection,  and  Diminution  in  Measurable  Musicke,  against  the  Common  Practise 
and  Custome  of  these  Times  (1614).  Ravenscroft  characteristically  divides  the 
examples  (some  of  them  set  by  other  musicians)  into  five  groups  illustrating 
"the  Pleasure  of  5.  vsuall  Recreations.  1  Hunting,  2  Hawking,  3  Dauncing, 
4  Drinking,  5  Enamouring".  The  latter,  The  whole  booke  of  Psalmes:  with  the 
hymnes  evangelicall;  and  songs  spirituall.  Composed  into  4  parts  by  sundry 
authors  with  severall  tunes  as  have  been  and  are  usually  sung  in  England, 
Scotland,  Wales,  Germany,  Italy,  France  and  the  Netherlands  (1621),  is  of  much 
interest,  for  it  consists  of  harmonizations,  by  Ravenscroft,  and  others  (including 
the  father  of  John  Milton),  of  the  tunes  to  which  the  psalms  were  sung  by  Protes- 
tant congregations  in  the  British  Isles  and  abroad  and  is  the  best  psalmody  of 
its  time. 

In  spite  of  the  Greek  names  which  Ravenscroft  gave  his  books  (Pammelia  is 
presumably  a  compound  of  pan  'all,  common  to  all'  and  melia,  a  derivative  of 
melos  'song',  and  was  perhaps  understood  by  Ravenscroft  in  the  sense  of  the 
sub-title,  "Musicks  Miscellanie";  Deuteromelia  "The  Second  part  ...  of  melodius 
Musicke";  Melismata  'melodies,  songs'),  there  i  s  nothing  precious  or  sophisti  cated 
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about  them.  Their  interest  for  the  American  Folklore  Society  is  their  very  large 
popular  and  traditional  component.  How  far  Ravenscroft  himself  was  responsible 
for  either  the  words  or  the  music  it  is  impossible  to  say,  but  there  is  every  likeli- 
hood that  it  was  very  little.  In  the  words  there  is  little  evidence  that  much  art 
has  been  lavished  on  them.  As  for  the  music,  while  it  may  well  be  that  some 
arrangement  was  required,  e.g.  in  Pammel ia  74  where  four  songs  are  to  be  sung 
simultaneously,  the  basis  is  often  certainly  and  almost  always  presumably  a 
familiar  melody.  Ravenscroft's  statement  in  the  preface  to  Deuteromel ia  that  the 
contents  have  been  "made  truely  Musicall  with  Art  by  my  correction"  implies  as 
much. 

Ravenscroft  himself  describes  the  songs  as  "roundelays",  "catches", 
"canons",  "K.  H.  mirth  or  Freemens  songs".  Some  of  the  songs  in  Mel ismata 
are  short  madrigals.  The  terms  Ravenscroft  uses  are  roughly  synonymous.  A 
round  is  a  kind  of  canon  sung  in  unison  or  octave;  a  catch  is  a  comic  round. 
Cotgrave's  dictionary  (s.v.  virelay)  seems  to  equate  round  and  freemen's  song, 
though  the  latter  is  usually  divided  into  stanzas.  The  phrase  "K.  H.  mirth"  is 
obscure:  the  initials  are  usually  taken  to  stand  for  "King  Henry",  presumably 
because  the  first  known  reference  to  freemen's  songs  occurs  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIM,  but  if  the  term  has  any  meaning  except  as  a  loose  equivalent  of 
freemen's  song  it  has  not  been  discovered. 

Much  of  the  material  Ravenscroft  collected  is  clearly  older  than  he.  The 
John  Dory  song,  "As  it  fell  on  a  holy  day"  (Deuteromelia  1),  is  presumably  of 
medieval  origin.  Songs  like  "Now  God  bee  with  old  Simeon"  {Pammelia  7), 
"Now  Robin  lend  to  me  thy  bow"  {Pammelia  63),  "Of  all  the  birds  that  euer  I 
see"  (Deuteromelia  7),  "Martin:  Fie  man,  fie"  (Deuteromelia  16),  "Who  liueth 
so  merry"  (Deuteromel ia  18),  "To  morrow  the  Fox  will  come  to  towne" 
(Deuteromel ia  20),  "It  was  the  Frogge  in  the  well"  (Mel ismata  21)  can  be  traced 
in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  earlier  times.  "Hold  thy  peace  thou  knaue" 
(Deuteromel ia  10)  was  sung  as  a  well-known  catch  in  the  bacchanalian  scene 
in  Twelfth  Night  (ll.iii),  almost  ten  years  before  the  publication  of  the  songbooks. 
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Most  unexpected  of  all  is  a  Child  ballad,  "The  three  ravens"  (Mel ismata  20),  of 
which  Ravenscroft's  version  is  the  earliest  known.  The  statement  in  the  preface 
to  Deuteromel ia  that  "pittie  were  it,  such  Mirth  should  be  forgotten  of  vs" 
perhaps  implies  that  the  songs  were  in  danger  of  being  forgotten  because  they 
had  been  held  in  memory  for  a  long  time. 

That  much  of  the  matter  of  these  songs  was  traditional  when  Ravenscroft 
collected  them  and  that  some  of  it  is  well  remembered  still  is  obvious.  Here  is  a 
version  of  "Three  blinde  Mice"  (Deuteromel ia  13),  the  best-known  of  all  rounds. 
"The  Frogge  would  a  woing  ride"  (thefirst  line  of  the  second  stanza  of  Me/  ismata 
21)  and  "lacke  boy,  ho  boy,  newes,  the  cat  is  in  the  well"  (Pammelia  56)  awaken 
echoes  at  once;  the  latter  antedates  the  well-known  nursery  rime.  Much  familiar 
popular  phraseology  seems  to  have  been  incorporated  in  these  songs.  Opening 
lines  like  "Attend  my  people  and  give  eare"  (Pammelia  46)  and  "Come  follow 
me  merily  my  mates"  (Pammelia  75)  can  serve  to  begin  different  songs  and  have 
so  served.  "All  in  a  misty  morning"  occurs  in  two  songs  in  Deuteromelia 
(12,  26);  lines  like  "As  I  mee  walked  in  a  May  Morning"  (Pammelia  53),  "Blow 
thy  home  thou  iolly  hunter"  (Pammelia  57),  "trole  the  bole  to  me"  (Pammelia 
62),  "Maides  to  bed,  and  couer  coale"  (Mel ismata  13)  are  cliches  of  the  popular 
repertory  of  song.  Sometimes  one  suspects  parody  or  something  like  it.  The 
first  line  of  "Of  all  the  birds  that  euer  I  see"  (Deuteromelia  7)  is  much  like 
that  of  a  song  in  John  Mundy's  Songs  and  psalmes  (1594),  "Of  all  the  birds  that 
I  have  heard",  but  while  Mundy's  song  praises  the  nightingale,  Ravenscroft's, 
with  mild  irony,  praises  the  owl  and  then  inconsequentially  turns  into  a  drinking 
song.  But  however  they  suggest  drawing  upon  a  pool  of  popular  and  traditional 
phraseology,  these  songs  even  more  clearly  betray  their  homely  and  popular 
character  in  their  unpretentiousness,  their  earthiness,  even  a  certain  inconse- 
quence of  thought  (of  which  Pammelia  30  i  s  a  good  example).  This  will  be  very 
plain  to  any  one  who  compares  with  them  the  occasional  literary  composition 
that  has  crept  into  the  collections,  such  as  the  splendid  drinking  song  "We 
be  three  poore  Mariners"  (Deuteromelia  6)  or  "0  Lord  of  whome  I  doe  depende 
(Pammelia  45),   which   is  part  of  a  poem  printed  at  the  end  of  the  Sternhold  and 
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Hopkins  psalms,  or  "The  Crowning  of  Belphebe"  {Mel ismata  2).  Though 
Ravenscroft  labels  six  of  the  songs  of  Melismata  as  "Court  varieties",  half  of 
them  at  least  are  not  really  courtly  at  all.  Several  songs  embody  street  cries  or 
are  based  upon  them  (Pammelia  5,  11,  Mel  ismata  7).  More  are  redolent  of  the 
country,  of  rural  occupations  and  rural  characters,  of  the  animals  and  birds 
familiar  to  country  people.  One  of  the  songs  in  Mel  ismata  (22)  includes  some 
dialectal  forms.  Their  chief  preoccupations,  besides  song  itself,  are  funda- 
mental: food,  drink,  money,  and  love.  Ravenscroft  insists  that  his  songs  are 
for  all  men  because  anybody  can  sing  them;  it  might  also  be  said  that  they  are 
for  all  men  because  they  reflect  so  much  common  human  experience. 

All  three  books  are  quartos.  Pammelia  collates  A^B-G^H^  (B2  is  signed 
B);  Deuteromelia  A-F^  (Al  blank);  Melismata  A- F^  (Al  blank).  They  are  bound 
together  in  one  volume  and  a  former  owner  has  neatly  written  the  odd  numbers 
of  a  consecutive  pagination,  beginning  with  3  on  B2r  of  Pammelia,  in  the  upper 
right  hand  corner  of  the  rectos.  Apparently  on  C2V  of  Deuteromelia  he  had  added 
a  zero  to  the  number  7  designating  the  song  on  that  page,  which  by  coincidence 
is  the  70th  of  the  consecutive  numeration.  On  D4r  of  Pammelia  some  one  has 
added  another  stanza  to  the  song  printed  there  and  made  a  few  corrections  in 
the  printed  text.  Another  hand  has  added  a  musical  direction  at  the  foot  of 
B3V.  A  second  edition  of  Pammelia  was  printed  in  1618  and  it  was  republished 
by  "Peter  Warlock"  in  1928,  but  there  has  been  no  other  reprinting  of  any  of 
the  three  books.
